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BOOK REVIEWING 
WALTER ALLEN 


WHAT is the book-reviewer’s task? And, after that, what are his problems? 


To the first question the answer, theoretically, is simple. His task is 
threefold: to describe the nature of the book under review and its author’s 
intention, to estimate how nearly the author has realised his intention, and 
to indicate whether, in his view, the intention was worth while. The 
reviewer's duty, then, is to his readers and to his notion of what excellence 
consists of in the kind of book he is reviewing. 


All this may sound obvious enough; yet it is equally obvious that as 
soon as the reviewer is confronted with a book other than the severely 
factual he is faced with problems of values of a kind that cannot be simple. 
It is here that the difficulties of his task begin. For the reviewer is normally 
a journalist, and even if he is not one professionally when he is invited 
to review a book for a newspaper or magazine he must behave as one. 
Books are reviewed in the press for the same reason that foreign affairs, 
football matches, women’s fashions, films and the doings of film-stars are 
reported and commented on: because they are news. As a journalist, the 
book-reviewer is in exactly the same position as the writer on foreign 
affairs, football matches, fashions or films. 


Like them, more often than not he will be writing against time; the space 
he thinks his subject is worth will not be in his control, and at the last 
minute he may have to cut his copy by a third because of pressure of later 
news on the space available. And as a journalist—and this is true whether 
he is writing for a large daily or for a relatively small-circulation periodical 
—he must always remember that, even though he may be a specialist 
himself, he is writing for readers who are not specialists and who may not, 
indeed, even be especially interested in his subject. Yet if he fails to hold their 
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attention and keep them reading he has failed in his task. It is almost true to 
say that, as a journalist, his first duty is to be interesting at all costs, simply 
because, if he is not, he will not be read. Certainly the journal pays him to 
be interesting. 


Dr. Johnson used to speak of the common reader. There is no longer a 
common reader in his sense. Instead, there is a whole range of sets of 
common readers; not one public but many. People choose their newspapers 
and periodicals according to the public they belong to by virtue of their 
education, interests, religious and political views, occupation, social status 
and income, and of these the last two are probably the least significant. 
Each public has a number of newspapers and periodicals (there are more 
than six thousand published in Britain) from which he may choose, and his 
choice, I believe, is governed by the tone of the newspapers and periodicals 
in question. 


By tone I mean the prevailing character of a paper’s sentiments and 
general expression; what might be called the personality of the paper. It 
is what attracts the paper’s regular readers, and in the last analysis it is the 
index of the assumptions, attitudes and general background of knowledge, 
opinion and belief common to the periodical’s readers and its traditions. 


For the book-reviewer this matter of a paper’s tone is of great importance, 
for it establishes the identity of the particular set of common readers he is 
addressing. It makes for ease of communication. And the more assumptions 
the reviewer can make about his readers the more straightforward his task 
becomes. The larger the public, however, the fewer the assumptions that 
can be made about it; which is why reviewing in a serious sense is scarcely 
possible in big-circulation newspapers, though there are always isolated 
exceptions to the generalisation. The adequacy of a reviewer, then, must be 
judged not only by what he writes but also in the light of the paper and 
public he writes for. 


There is probably no newspaper or periodical in Britain that does not on 
occasion review new books. The great majority of newspapers, national 
and provincial, daily and weekly, review books regularly. But reviews that 
may be considered influential, either as promoting the sales of books or 
as conferring prestige upon their authors, are limited to a small number 
of papers: the Sunday Times, Observer, Times Literary Supplement, 
New Statesman & Nation, the Spectator, the Listener, Time & Tide, John 
o’London’s Weekly, the Daily Telegraph, Daily Mail and the great regional 
dailies such as the Manchester Guardian, Yorkshire Post, Scotsman and Glasgow 
Herald are the most important. From the general publisher’s point of view, 
where sales are concerned good reviews in the Sunday Times and Observer 
are probably more valuable than elsewhere. Here, of course, the important 
factor is circulation; these newspapers each have circulations of between 
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a half and three-quarters of a million readers and one or the other will be 
read by everyone in the country interested in books, however serious or 
otherwise the interest may be. 

Who are the people who review in the British press? The reviewer who 
is solely a literary journalist, as most reviewers were in the nineteenth 
century, is now rare, though there are two eminent survivors in Mr. 
Raymond Mortimer and Mr. Cyril Connolly, of the Sunday Times. But 
generally reviewers are themselves also practising authors. There is a strong 
tendency for novels to be reviewed by novelists and new books of verse by 
poets, and so on. My own view is that this has gone too far and that it is 
now time for a return to the conception of the reviewer as an all-round 
man. Yet I am quite sure reviewers are the better for being themselves 
practising authors, whether poets, novelists or biographers, for the reviewer's 
own serious concern for literature is more likely to be kept bright and keen 
if he is himself committed to the attempt to create literature. 

But apart from the press, there is now another medium for book reviews: 
the radio. All three of the B.B.C.’s domestic programmes review books, 
though each in different ways. The Third Programme confines itself mainly 
to works of scholarship and rather takes the line that no novelist is good 
until he is dead. The Light Programme chooses books to discuss and 
illustrate by dramatised quotation that seem likely to have a wide popular 
appeal; there is no attempt at criticism. For anything comparable to book- 
reviewing in the press we have to go to the Home Service, with its weekly 
causerie, Talking of Books, for which a single critic is responsible for a year. 
Television reviewing is only just beginning. 

The broadcast-reviewing of books has its own problems. The first is 
probably, How much can be attempted? Certainly nothing like so wide a 
coverage of new books as the press, for it is impossible to be as concise 
when broadcasting as when writing; to make a given point on the air takes 
almost twice as many words as one needs for the printed page, for the ear 
is much slower to comprehend than is the eye. 

Again there is the problem of tone. Radio is conspicuously lacking in a 
dominant tone. A well-edited paper is a unity; in it a book-review appears 
in a context. But the afternoon’s or evening’s output of a broadcasting 
station is not a unity; there is no necessary carry-over of the listener's 
interest from programme to programme. Talking of Books, for example, 
is followed by Children’s Hour and may be preceded by a symphony concert, 
a play or an opera. Apart from their general interest in books, the radio- 
reviewer can take nothing for granted about his listeners, though he can be 
sure that the range of difference in knowledge, taste and interest will be vast. 
To hold their attention, he has first to do something which has no necessary 
connection at all with his qualifications to deal with books: he has to 
establish himself in some way as a sympathetic personality. 
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But whatever his medium, whether the press or radio, whether he speaks 
or writes to millions or for thousands, the reviewer is still faced with the 
overwhelming question: How does he obtain his standards of judgment: 
What does he mean when he calls a contemporary work ‘good’? 


I am pretty sure I know what he ought to mean: he ought to mean: 
This work is good for us now. No more than that. For he cannot with any 
confidence commit himself to more than that. We do not in fact judge the 
literature of the past, what we call classic literature, in the same way as we 
do the writings of our contemporaries. Nor is our interest in the literatures 
of the past and present of quite the same kind. We are interested in the verse- 
plays of Shakespeare and in the verse-plays of T. S. Eliot for quite different 
reasons. It may be—we have no means of telling—that in fifty years’ time 
Mr. Eliot’s verse-plays will be as dead as those of Tennyson and Browning. 
But this does not mean Mr. Eliot's plays are not good for us now. At any 
rate, it is evident that, whatever their value for the future may be, they are 
the best we have now; and not to be interested in them is to show oneself 
uninterested in the world in which one lives. 


At any moment in time, it seems to me, the writing of that time falls 
into its own order of excellence. It is an order constantly changing, but it is 
in relation to that excellence that, at any given moment in time, the reviewer 
can say that a contemporary work is good. This is not to beg the question of 
standards. For the contemporary order of excellence does not exist in a void; 
we measure it all the time by reference to the great works of the past. A 
reviewer, then, must strive to hold simultaneously in his mind a sense of the 
literature of the past and a sense of literature as something still going on, 
being created in his own time. Of the absolute value of what is being created 
in his own time he can never be certain. But he ought to be able to see that 
some works are at least valuable for the time being and that some are not, 
and that there are gradations of value in between. Not everything is meant 
to last, but it may still be delightful and stimulating during its natural 
lifetime. The utmost a reviewer need say of any work is that it is good for 
us now; our children will discover for themselves whether it is good for them. 
The less often a reviewer tosses off words like ‘great’, ‘masterpiece’, ‘classic’, 
the better. To do so is merely to make unwarrantable assumptions and, 
much more often than not, a fool of oneself into the bargain. 


As a book-reviewer Walter Allen has been for several years closely associated with the New 
Statesman & Nation. A frequent broadcaster in the B.B.C.’s domestic services and in ‘London 
Calling Europe’, he was the first broadcaster in the Sunday afternoon book-review programme 
‘Talking of Books’, which he conducted for a year. His novels include Innocence is Drowned (1938), 
Rogue Elephant (1946) and Dead Man Over All (1950). He has also written Arnold Bennett (1948) 
and edited an anthology Writers on Writing (1948). A critical history of the English novel, on 
which he has been working for some years, is now in the press and will be published towards 
the end of the year.

BOOK-PRICES CURRENT. A record of the prices at which books have 
been sold at auction from October, 1948 to August, 1952. Vol. 63. Edited by 
Reginald Horrox. Witherby, 160s. 1954. 22 cm. 976 pages. 
This latest volume of an invaluable reference book for book-collectors, biblio- 
graphers, librarians and bookdealers has been compiled by a new editor and forms 
a four years’ record of the prices realised for rare and important books at auction 
sale-rooms in Britain and the United States of America. The headings are arranged 
in alphabetical order and are usually the authors’ names, but departures from this 
form of heading are clearly explained in the introduction. Individual books are 
arranged under the headings in strict chronological order. A great amount of 
information about each item, whether it is an early printed book of the fifteenth 
century or the first edition of a modern book, is given in a very small space, a feat 
for which the compiler must be congratulated. (ort) 


AGRICULTURE. Compiled by F. C. Hirst. Cambridge University Press for 
the National Book League, 2s. 1954. 214 cm. 24 pages. Paper covers. (N.B.L. Book 
Lists, Second Series) 


The needs of agricultural students, farmers, and general readers interested in country 
life are the primary concern of this briefly annotated list compiled by the Librarian 
of the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries. The sections cover bibliographies; 
agricultural economics; birds; veterinary medicine—general; agriculture—general; 
soil science; land drainage; irrigation; plant breeding and cultivation; field crops; 
fruit cultivation; horticulture; forestry; livestock; and beekeeping. (016-63) 


THE PLAYER’S LIBRARY. The Catalogue of the Library of the British 
Drama League. 2nd Supplement. Faber for the British Drama League, 218. 
1954. 224 cm. 256 pages. Indexes. 

The Player’s Library, in a new comprehensive edition, was published in 1950, and the 

First Supplement followed in 1951. This new supplement brings the catalogue up to 

date to the autumn of 1953. The cataloguing of the exceptionally valuable collection 

of nineteenth century plays in the Library is completed with this publication, which 
is also noteworthy for the listing of many American plays recently acquired. The 

Player’s Library is the most comprehensive available bibliography of English plays 

and books about drama of all periods. (016-792)

THE MODERN SELF-EDUCATOR. A Study Course for the Modern 
Citizen in the Essential Subjects of Background Knowledge. General advisory 
editor: T. G. Williams. Odhams Press, 25s. 1954. 22 cm. 768 pages. 34 illustrations. 
Line drawings. Tables. 

This book deals with World History, English History, English Composition, 

Economics, Geography, Biology, Physics, Chemistry, Mathematics, Logic, 
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Psychology, and Philosophy, giving a section of several chapters to each. The 
writers, with clarity but avoiding over-simplification, get into their subjects quickly 
by indicating their scope, essential features and their bearing on modern life. There 
are useful revision questions with answers. This essentially practical volume may 
be used as an up-to-date reference book, but it will serve the reader better in 
revising an old subject or in beginning a new study with confidence. (032) 


PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


THE PLATONIC RENAISSANCE IN ENGLAND. Ernst Cassirer. 
Translated from the German by James P. Pettegrove. Nelson, 15s. 1954. 184 cm. 
216 pages. Index. 


Although Cassirer’s study was written more than twenty years ago, it preserves 
the freshness and vigour characteristic of all his writings. Now that the empirical 
tradition is beginning to show signs of exhaustion, the Cambridge Platonists are 
coming into their own again. The present work, translated into English by one of 
Cassirer’s pupils, provides the best available short introduction to the move- 
ment. Cassirer’s aim was to show that More, Smith, Cudworth and Witchcote were 
no mere aloof dreamers, but followers of a tradition which is as old as philosophy 
itself and an integral element in the philosophia perennis. (109-42) 


THE DOORS OF PERCEPTION. Aldous Huxley. Chatto & Windus, 6s. 
1954. 19} cm. 64 pages. 
Mr. Huxley has followed recent research into the drug mescalin, traditionally 
known to the Mexicans as peyotl, and describes here the effect of a carefully regulated 
dose. He experienced among other things an astonishing intensification of his sense 
of colour and spatial relations and a weakening of the will to action. He concludes 
that the human need for a self-transcending drug of some kind, at present supplied 
by alcohol or tobacco, is a genuine one and unlikely to be prevented by prohibitions 
or reforms. He urges that the properties of a drug which can generate such contem- 


plative power should be treated more seriously and investigated in its bearings on 
aesthetics and education. (152) 


NATURE AND THE GREEKS. The Shearman Lectures delivered at 
University College, London on 24, 26, 28 and 31 May 1948. Erwin Schrodinger. 
Cambridge University Press, 10s.6d. 1954. 19cm. 106 pages. 4 illustrations. 
Bibliography. 

The world-famous physicist has written a work with the same general appeal as 

his What is Life? His chief concern is with the pre-Socratic philosophers, and he 

explains how, from the speculations of these early thinkers, the idea of science and 
philosophy grew up; for it was the Greeks who first pronounced the universe to 
be intelligible. Apart from exposition, the book contains a number of illuminating 
observations on the present state of scientific enquiry, which, being by one of the 
‘makers of modern science’, are particularly worthy of attention. The New Physics 
often resists popularisation; here it yields gracefully. (182) 


THE LAST DAYS OF SOCRATES: The Apology, Crito, Phaedo. Plato. 
Translated from the Greek with an introduction by Hugh Tredennick. Penguin 
Books, 2s. 1954. 18 cm. 168 pages. Notes. Paper covers. (Penguin Classics) 


This rendering of the Apology, the Crito, and the Phaedo provides, in convenient 
form, an account of Socrates with which everybody ought to be familiar. There 
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is a short introduction by the translator, and each section has an appendix of useful 
notes. Plato’s words have been translated afresh in each generation. It is safe to say 
that the present version, being clear and unadorned, 1s appropriate to our time; and 
its format and price should ensure it a wide circulation. (184) 


SPINOZA’S THEORY OF KNOWLEDGE. G. H. R. Parkinson. Oxford 
University Press, 21s. 1954. 224 cm. 208 pages. Indexes. 


The originality of the ethical and metaphysical views of Spinoza has tended to 
obscure the theory of knowledge upon which they depend. The present book is a 
detailed and painstaking analysis of this aspect of his thought. There is a tendency to 
regard Spinoza as a lonely, prophetic figure whose ideas on God and Freedom 
were largely the product of mystical insight. In this book we learn to what extent 
his ideas were based upon a logical process of thought. The visionary element is 
not thereby dispelled; it is provided with a more secure and intelligible foundation.

ORIGEN’S DOCTRINE OF TRADITION. R. P. C. Hanson. S.P.C.K., 
258. 1954. 22cm. 226 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 


Origen (182-251) was one of the greatest theologians of the early Christian Church 
and his works are of first importance for the student of Christian doctrine. His 
theology, however, cannot be understood aright until the question of the ultimate 
authority upon which he relied is determined. In this scholarly work, which can 
be unreservedly recommended, the author examines Origen’s attitude to tradition 
with reference to his own works and those of Clement, the Canon of Scripture, 
revelation outside the Bible, and the authority of the Church. He maintains that for 
Origen the only indispensable source of tradition is the Bible. (230) 


THE CHRISTIAN HOPE. The Presence and the Parousia. J. E. Fison. 
Longmans, 21s. 1954. 224 cm. 280 pages. Diagram. Notes. Indexes. 


The author of this book, which is marked by originality and wide reading, enquires 
whether the doctrine of the ‘second coming’ is a survival of a primitive Christian 
outlook or whether it is of the essence of the Christian Faith. He subjects the biblical 
evidence to scholarly analysis and concludes that, while the coming again of Jesus 
Christ is integral to the Christian hope from the earliest times, it is not to be regarded 
as the terminus of the movement of history towards God but the spearhead of 
God’s own movement towards man and the whole world. (232-6) 


PASCAL AND THE MYSTICAL TRADITION. F. T. H. Fletcher. 
Blackwell (Oxford), 25s. 1954. 22cm. 164 pages. Index. (Modern Language 
Studies) 


In this competent and well-written volume the author examines the religious 
content of Pascal’s writings with special reference to the mystical experience which 
occurred on the night of 23 November 1654, when he became immediately aware 
of the presence of God. The conditioning circumstances of the experience are 
described and a detailed account is given of his subsequent spiritual develop- 
ment which, it is urged, places him in the direct line of Christian mystical tradition, 
although it is acknowledged that there are elements in the total mystical 
tradition conspicuously absent from Pascal’s life and writings. (248) 
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THE OPENING OF THE EYES. Olaf Stapledon. Edited by Agnes Z. 
Stapledon. Methuen, 7s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 112 pages. 


This work, which was left by the author as an unfinished manuscript, has been 
prepared for press by Mrs. Stapledon and there is a preface by his friend, Dr. E. V. 
Rieu. Olaf Stapledon devoted his life to the search for the ultimate truth about 
God, himself and the universe. In this intimate and personal confession marked 
by integrity and charity he describes his unrelenting encounter with doubts and 
difficulties and the final illumination that crowned his quest. Although short sections 
remained to be added, the author, as Dr. Rieu assures us, felt that he had reached 
the goal of his thinking. (248) 


AGAINST THE STREAM. Shorter Post-War Writings 1946-52. Karl Barth. 
Translated from the German by the late Mrs. E. M. Delacour, and Stanley 
Godman, in consultation with the editor, Ronald Gregor Smith. S.C.M. Press, 
16s. 1954. 22$.cm. 254 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Indexes. 


Among the items here presented are addresses on the Christian message and the 
new humanism, the Jewish problem and the Christian answer, documents of a 
Hungarian journey including the famous open letter from Brunner and Barth’s 
reply, and a paper on ‘Political decisions in the unity of the Faith’. Those who 
desire to understand the bearing of Barth’s theology on his social and political 
outlook will find much illumination in this highly interesting and instructive 
book. (261) 


THE QUAKER APPROACH TO CONTEMPORARY PROBLEMS. 
Edited by John Kavanaugh. Allen & Unwin, 15s. 1954. 224 cm. 256 pages. 


An attempt is here made to indicate the ‘Quaker point of view’ on social and 
economic problems and to show how the principles of the Society of Friends have 
been applied to human affairs throughout the history of the movement. There are 
thirteen essays by prominent American, British and French Quakers dealing with 
such questions as peace and war, economic life, race, civil liberties, crime and 
punishment, education, science, health and healing. Taken as a whole, the book is a 
valuable contribution to Christian sociology as well as a revelation of the debt of 
the modern world to the Quakers. (261) 


A CHRISTIAN ECONOMY. William G. Peck. S.P.C.K., 17s.6d. 1954. 
224 cm. 174 pages. 
The argument of this timely and provocative volume rests upon the conviction 
that the primary need of the modern world is the recovery of the Christian estimate 
of man and of the resources available for personal and corporate regeneration in 
the Christian Faith. First, the author analyses the British secular approaches to the 
national dilemmas and makes some significant observations on freedom and 
equality, and the welfare state. He then examines Russian Communism as the rival 
to Christianity and finally discusses the message and task of the Church in a 
secularised society. (261) 


THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE PAPACY. H. Burn-Murdoch. Faber, 
428. 1954. 224 cm. 432 pages. Indexes. 


There is a fundamental divergence of view within the Christian Church as to 
whether the claims made for the authority of the Papacy are a true development of 
New Testament teaching or a lamentable departure from its spirit and witness. 
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This volume attempts to set before the reader opposing views and arguments to 
enable him to draw his own conclusions. The enquiry covers the whole period of 
Church history but with special reference to the first five centuries. A separate 
section on the nineteenth century contains chapters on the Immaculate Conception, 
the Vatican Council and Papal Infallibiliry, and an appendix is included on the 
definition of the ‘Assumption’, 1950. This work showkd prove of real value to 
students and others who cannot easily find elsewhere the material here made 
accessible in a convenient and readable form. (270) 


RELIGIOUS LIBERALISM IN EIGHTEENTH-CENTURY 
ENGLAND. Roland N. Stromberg. Oxford University Press, 21s..1954. 22 cm. 
204 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

In recent years there has been a revival of interest in the conflict between Christian 

orthodoxy and the deists who, claiming freedom of enquiry in religion, challenged 

the traditional conception of God and of divine revelation. This volume, written 

in a clear and lively style, describes with learning and insight the emergence of a 

rational approach to religion in the eighteenth century and shows how it issued 

not only in Unitarianism and deism but in crises within the orthodox camp. The 
social and political implications of the controversies are examined and in a concluding 

chapter their permanent value is assessed. (274:2) 


PROPHECY AND PAPACY. A Study of Lamennais, the Church and the 
Revolution. The Birkbeck Lectures 1952-1953. Alec R. Vidler. S.C.M. Press, 
258. 1954. 234m. 300 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. 


This book tells the story of Lamennais, the French abbé and writer who lived 
through the French Revolution to the days of the Second Empire. Its primary 
purpose is to illustrate in detail the conflicts between church and state and between 
church and society as they emerge in the career and writings of Lamennais whose 
life, in its various phases, represents almost diametrically opposite ways in which 
the Church aaaiesiied or failed to respond to the Revolution in the broadest sense. 
Apart from isolated essays, only one book in English has been published on 
Lamennais (1896). Since that date, much new material has been made available and 
is used in this valuable contribution to historical study which should prove of interest 
to the general reader as well as to the specialist. (282-44) 


THE OFFICIAL YEAR-BOOK OF THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY 
OF THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND, 1954-1955. 72nd year. Church 
Information Board of the Church Assembly: S.P.C.K., 208. 1954. 21 cm. 464 pages. 
Index. 


This issue covers two years (the Year-Book will not be published next year), and 
the Summaries of 1953 Acts of the Church Assembly and Convocations, and the 
lists of members of many central bodies have been omitted. Notes on Some 
Important Events of 1953 include the Coronation, the death of Queen Mary, 
ancient churches, the Convocations, women’s church work and overseas work. 
There is the usual information on the dioceses and the Church Assembly, with a 
Who's Who of the Church Assembly, and a list of Organisations of the Church, 
with sections on the Church in Wales, the Church of Ireland, the Episcopal Church 
in Scotland and the Church Overseas, and the Theological Faculties and Colleges of 
the English Universities. (283-42) 
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THE JEWISH YEAR BOOK, 1954 (5714-15). Jewish Chronicle, 15s. 
19$3. 19 cm. 478 pages. Frontispiece. Tables. Index. 


The contents include the chief Jewish festivals, the Calendar, and details of the 


Jewish Community in Great Britain and Northern Ireland. Full details are given of 


Anglo-Jewish institutions, with a separate account of Jewish affairs in London and 
the provinces. Jewish organisation in the Dominions, the Colonies and foreign 
countries is included, and there is a separate article on societies and institutions in 
Israel. A Who’s Who of about 150 pages includes well-known personalities of the 
world. Many of the regular features have been expanded in this issue, while amo 
additional items is a list of British settlements in Israel. (296-058

MARRIAGE IS MY BUSINESS. Heather Jenner. Kimber, 12s.6d. 1954. 
22} cm. 190 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 


The ‘business’ of the title is the Marriage Bureau which the author has run success- 
fully for the last fourteen years in London. That she is meeting a real need is evinced 
by the 5,000 marriages already arranged through the Bureau, and the account of how 
her organisation works, with careful safeguards, to bring potentially suitable 
partners together is full of human and social interest as also are her reflections on 
human idiosyncrasies and on the courtship and marriage customs of different countries 
of which she has made a study. (301°422)

THE RULER. Niccold Machiavelli. A new translation from the Italian by 
Peter Rodd. Introduction by Walter Elliot. Bodley Head, 10s.6d. 1954. 21 cm. 
126 pages. 
This fresh translation of the tract we have become accustomed to call Machiavelli’s 
Prince is an experiment. It is not a smooth exercise canvassing the approval of 
linguists, but a free version in direct and very modern idiom designed for the 
layman interested in politics and anxious to discover what exactly this notorious 
sixteenth century writer had to say about power politics. The translator has 
deliberately refrained from annotation, but he has given a brief, unconventional 
sketch of Machiavelli, while Mr. Walter Elliot adds a stimulating foreword 
appraising Machiavelli's political thought. (320-1) 


THE SUDAN ELECTORAL COMMISSION REPORT, Khartoum, 
December 13, 1953. Foreign Office. H.M. Stationery Office, 1s.6d. 1954. 244 cm. 
24 pages. Tables. Paper covers. (Command Paper 9058) 


The Sudan Electoral Commission, consisting of three Sudanese members and four 
nominated by the Governments of Great Britain, the U.S.A., India, and Egypt 
respectively, was set up in February 1953 to prepare for and to supervise the Sudan 
elections. This report describes the activities of the Commission and reveals not only 
the considerable difficulties of framing an adequate electoral machinery to represent the 
views of a population at very varied stages of development but also some of 
the differences of opinion within the Commission itself. A valuable statistical 
supplement lists the constituencies and gives details of the electorate and the voti

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SURVEY OF INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS 1951. Peter Calvocoressi 
assisted by Konstanze Isepp. Oxford University Press for the Royal Institute of 
International Affairs, 45s. 1954. 24cm. 518 pages. 7 maps (3 folding maps in 
colour). Tables. Index. 


DOCUMENTS ON INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS 1951. Selected and 
edited by Denise Folliot. Oxford University Press for the Royal Institute of Inter- 
national Affairs, 60s. 1954. 244 cm. 724 pages. Index. 


The post-war Surveys have, with the publication of this volume, resumed their 
annual character, and the gap between publication and the events chronicled is 
steadily decreasing. Indeed, to judge from the preface, twelve months of this gap 
is caused by publication delays and not by the author. This is a remarkable achieve- 
ment and the publication at the same time of the complementary volume of 
Documents increases the value of this series. The 1951 volume is particularly 
interesting for, among other things, its study of Yugoslavia’s position between 
East and West, for an analysis of the Persian oil dispute, and for an account of Anglo- 
Egyptian relations from January 1950 to January 1952. (327) 


RUSSIA AND THE WEIMAR REPUBLIC. Lionel Kochan. Bowes & 
Bowes (Cambridge), 25s. 1954. 22cm. 190 pages. Bibliography. Index. 


From 1920 to 1934 Russia and Germany were uneasy partners linked by the Treaty 
of Rapallo. Lionel Kochan, in a well-documented and clear account, studies the 
stresses and strains of the Rapallo period in Europe. It is a fascinating diplomatic 
case study, of particular interest now that Russo-German relations once again 
complicate the history of Europe. (327°47) 


MEMBERS OF THE LONG PARLIAMENT. D. Brunton and D. H. 
Pennington. Introduction by R. H. Tawney. Allen & Unwin, 21s. 1954. 224 cm. 
280 pages. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 


This important monograph analyses the biographies, family connections, and social 
standing of the 800 members of parliament who sat between 1640 and 1653. The 
object the authors had in mind was the discovery of any significant differences 
there might be between the royalists and the parliamentarians, and between the 
moderates and the extremists on the parliamentary side. What makes this study 
important is the light it throws on the nature of the Civil War. As Professor Tawney 
says in an enthusiastic preface, the division into royalist and parliamentarian was 
not due to diversities of economic interest and social class. The evidence revealed 
in this essay is convincing proof that the venerable legend of a conflict between a 
monarchy supported by a feudal aristocracy on the one side, and on the other an 
aspiring bourgeoisie, must be rejected as quite out of touch with the facts. (328-42) 


MR. BALFOUR’S POODLE. An Account of the Struggle between the 
House of Lords and the Government of Mr. Asquith. Roy Jenkins. Heinemann, 
21s. 19$4. 22cm. 232 pages. 13 illustrations. Notes. References. Index. 

“The House of Lords’, Lloyd George said in 1914, ‘is not the watchdog of the 

Constitution; it is Mr. Balfour’s poodle.’ This book shows how the ‘poodle’ ‘yapped 

at the heels’ of the Liberal Government of 1906 onwards, and describes the battle 

over the ‘People’s Budget’ of 1909 and the events which led to the acceptance by 
the House of Lords of the Parliament Bill of 1911. Besides giving a well-documented 
account of important constitutional changes, it recalls the parts played by Asquith, 
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Balfour, Lloyd George, Lansdowne and many more. Mr. Jenkins is the author of 


Mr. Attlee and Pursuit of Progress. (328-42)

THE DOLLAR. Sir George Watson Lectures, 1953. Roy Harrod. Macmillan, 
9s.6d. 1953. 20cm. 164 pages. 


Mr. Harrod, who is Lecturer in Economics in Oxford University and author of 
The Trade Cycle, International Economics, Towards a Dynamic Economics and other 
works, was invited by the Sulgrave Manor Board to deliver the Watson Lectures 
for 1953 on some aspect of American history, literature or institutions. His choice 
of the dollar as his subject assured them of a wide interest among economists and 
others. In these lectures he recalls the main episodes in the evolution of the dollar 
and of the Federal Reserve System and goes on skilfully to discuss the possibilities of 
international monetary co-operation and the problem of the dollar gap. (332-0973) 


SECURITIES FOR BANKERS’ ADVANCES. J. Milnes Holden. Pitman, 
2$8. 1954. 224 cm. 372 pages. Tables. Index. 


This book gives the legal and practical considerations relating to securities for 
bankers’ advances. The author first states the law relating to the type of security 
under consideration and then explains the appropriate banking practice. In Part 1, 
covering the first nine chapters, he deals with advances against the security of land 
or property, in Part 2 against life policies, in Part 3 stocks and shares, Part 4 
guarantees, Part 5 goods, and in Part 6 miscellaneous securities such as mortgages of 
ships or of a beneficiary’s interest under a trust. This should be a most useful work 
for bank officials and candidates for examinations of the Institute of Bankers. 
Dr. Holden is a barrister-at-law. (332-1) 


THE FEDERAL RESERVE SYSTEM, 1945-1949. J. S. Fforde. Oxford 
University Press, 35s. 1954. 22. cm. 362 pages. 6 figures. Tables. Index. 
The main purpose of this account of the American central banking system, by a 
Fellow of Nuffield College, Oxford, is to describe the way in which it adapted 
itself to post-war conditions, managing to restrain monetary inflation from getting 
beyond control and yet avoiding a policy of deflation. The book embodies the 
results of considerable research in the United States. It gives a detailed chronological 
record of the work of the Federal Reserve System from 1945 to 1949, with appro- 
priate reference to contemporary economic developments, and is an important 
contribution to financial history. (332-11) 


THE LEGAL ASPECT OF MONEY with Special Reference to Comparative, 
Private, and Public International Law. F. A. Mann. 2nd edition. Oxford Uni- 
versity Press, 508. 1953. 224. cm. $24 pages. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 

There have been extensive changes since the first appearance of this authoritative 

work in 1938, such as the establishment of the International Monetary Fund, the 

general introduction of exchange control in Britain and many other countries, 
and the general depreciation of money during and after the war. These and many 
other developments have occasioned eight further chapters as well as extensive 
rewriting generally. The work covers the legal problems of money in general;

His aims have been to give a brief history of the Navy as a 
profession, and ‘to show how it was used in the past as an instrument of national 
policy’. By ‘past’ the author means from Tudor times up to 1922, at which date his 
narrative ends. Although he may occasionally be faulted in detail, and although 
his appointed limits cause him to exclude considerable strategic activities, his skill 
in presentation ensures the general reader a consistently vivid picture of the fighting 
seaman and his ships from Henry VII to well within memory.

This volume is concerned with the economic and social position of teachers 
throughout the world.

(giving the dates) and to accessories such as gloves and garters. Styles of hairdressing 
and beards are also noted. All the information, often tabulated, is given with an 
exactness none too common in costume-books, and both text and drawings are 
very fully documented, often with quotations from published or unpublished 
contemporary sources.

He discusses terms and meanings 
peculiar to the country as a whole, as well as those used by and applying to 
individual social groups and occupations, the most interesting of these, perhaps, 
being the section on the crafts. His work, although sometimes showing lack of 
balanced judgment, throws much light on the growth of language, and is extremely 
readable.

The stress is on a practical vocabulary, and this dictionary is designed mainly for the 
beginner untrained in German grammar. Its use to the more advanced student will 
be found mainly in the help it gives with colloquialisms (and here the sensible 
alphabetical arrangement in the English-German section according to the first word 
of the phrase may save considerable search) and new words or old words with 
modern applications. A certain amount of elementary grammar is provided under 
the English headwords, and copious illustration of usage by phrases is a part of the 
essential plan. Collaboration between the compilers of the two sections does not 
appear to have been quite as close as might have been expected, but there is much 
rewarding material here.

attention to this aspect, and deals in detail with the general theory of spectral 
resolution.

The Albatross expedition, 1947-48, the first Swedish deep-sea oceanographical 
expedition, extended very considerably our knowledge, particularly of the ocean 
bed. Professor Pettersson describes clearly the objects of such an expedition, the 
techniques employed—some only recently developed—and the extent to which 
the results have affected previous theories on the age and formation of the oceans. 
His main object is to interest the non-specialist reader, and he has woven the 
scientific work into a general account of the circumnavigation. If he does not carry 
the scientific — very far, he succeeds in giving a vivid account of what the 


day-to-day life and work on the Albatross involved. Apart from occasional touches 
of rather heavy humour, his style is effective and most readable.

This work reconsiders a number of theoretical problems in social anthropology in 
terms of the author’s study of the complex and hitherto little understood social 
systems of the hill peoples of the Burmo-Chinese borderland. Social life, it is 
argued, is often more accurately represented in terms of a plurality of social systems 
and ideals which present people with choices between alternative values and means 
of gaining prestige. Social change comes about through variations in the many 
individual choices that are continually being made. The author’s formulation is an 
interesting contribution to social theory and his study succeeds in providing a new 
and deeper insight into the social life of the Kachins and Shans of Burma.

It does not 
eal with the applications of the methods of tissue culture, e.g. in pathology. In 
the twenty years which have elapsed since it was first published, the development 
of the electron and phase contrast microscopes, the use of tracer elements and other 
new techniques in microanalysis and histo-chemistry have made possible much 
extended investigation. Dr. Willmer is well able to estimate the significance of these 
developments; he will be known to many for his distinguished contributions to 
the British Journal of Experimental Biology.

In the last 
few years the electron miscroscope has revealed what viruses look like, and many 
outstanding photographs are included in this book. The text deals with the distribution 
and nature of virus diseases in animals and plants, their modes of transmission, and 
techniques for their study and diagnosis. The emphasis is mainly on the plant viruses.

The Luton Museum is to be congratulated on setting such a high standard for a 
regional flora and in having Dr. Dony to prepare it so exhaustively and competently. 
Besides being a model for this type of production, it contains what amounts to a 
survey of the commonest habitats in central England with detailed notes on the 
relative abundance of the component species in eighty-six localities. The main 
text gives the distribution and status not only of the flowering plants and ferns, but 
also of mosses, liverworts and fungi. These last sections have been contributed by 
various authors.

ANIMAL SPECIES AND THEIR EVOLUTION. A. J. Cain. Hutchinson, 
8s.6d.

This very condensed but readable account of modern evolutionary theory is written 
by one of the younger Oxford zoologists. It presents very ably the impact of the 
comparatively recent work of such men as Dobzhansky, Mayr, Sewall Wright 
and Simpson in America and of R. A. Fisher and Julian Huxley in Britain upon the 
problems of the taxonomist. The central topic is the transformation of the static 
Linnaean species unit into the conception of the polytypic species with its dynamic 
internal patterning revealed by the study of populations. Difficulties of the species 
concept in asexually reproducing forms and in fossil lineages are considered. A 
most valuable book for students, though the format is somewhat cramped. (591-15)

Hybridisation between species (and even genera) is rare in nature in most groups 
of animals simply because the offspring, even if viable, are quickly removed by 
natural selection. But in captivity disharmonies that are dacs tothe can be nursed 
through and throw much light on the genetics and developmental physiology of 
the hybridising partners. Up to now a research worker using this technique has had 
to search through a widespread literature to discover whether his proposed experi- 
ments have been performed before. Miss Gray’s valuable labour now summarises 
the results of all such successful or attempted crosses and gives full references.

The short time taken in pub- 
lishing the work makes it especially valuable. The discussion deals with the biological, 
biochemical and physico-chemical aspects of collagen. The subject matter is advanced, 
but it is essential reading for workers in the field of protein research. The high standard 
of writing also makes it stimulating reading for scientists generally, and particularly 
for those engaged in research on leather.

For many years the standard dissection for biology students, introducing them to the 
insect species, has been the cockroach. By now the standard description of its 
anatomy is hardly obtainable and in some parts of the world improvements in 
hygiene have made specimens difficult to obtain for class-work. The migratory 
locust is easy to breed, relatively unspecialised and reasonably big for dissection. 
Mr. Albrecht’s careful descriptions and the many lucid drawings should induce 
teachers all over the world to use this insect instead of the cockroach. Part 1 deals 
with the external, Part 2 with the internal anatomy, and there is an appendix to 
guide dissection and the making of permanent preparations. (s95°72) 


KEY TO THE NAMES OF BRITISH BIRDS. R. D. Macleod. Pitman, 
10s.6d.

This small book deals with the origin and meaning of the scientific and common 
names of British birds.

It is 
suitable for anyone interested in etymology, and, because people interested in birds 
often wonder and are frequently asked about the meaning of bird names, it will 
be a useful volume of reference in any library of bird books.

It continues in a far more organised way, with permanent bases, the work 
started by the Discovery and British Graham Land expeditions. Mr. Laws gives in 
this report the results of examining over 200 elephant seals with special attention 
to age and growth. His method of determining the age from concentric growth 
rings in tooth sections gives valuable information on the age composition of the 
populations examined and on their mean expectation of life.

WOODLAND MANAGEMENT. W. E. Hiley. Faber, 63s. 1954. 26cm.

A careful, exhaustive and well-produced handbook, in which no aspect of the practical 
side of forestry is neglected. Mr. Hiley left academic forestry to devote himself to 
the practice of it, and his book, besides being a vital help to any estate, inside or 
outside Great Britain, which must treat its trees as a crop, will be a valuable corrective 
to the student who has just finished his university course. The book is divided into 
(i) the establishment and equipment of a forest, (ii) the extraction and sale of the 
products, (iii) general maintenance, including choice of crops and rotations and 
(iv) administrative methods and practice. (634-92)

SUCCESSFUL ORCHID CULTURE. P. R. C. Rittershausen. Collingridge, 
158. 1954. 22} cm. 136 pages. 51 photographs. 5 line drawings. Index. 

Mr. Rittershausen’s object is to show how orchids can be successfully and econo- 

mically cultivated by non-specialists. He therefore deals only with those which can 

be grown in cool or intermediate greenhouses, describing in some detail the design 

and construction of the house itself, its routine management as regards heating, 
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ventilation ‘damping-down’ and pest control and such general cultural processes as 

tting, watering, fertilising, propagation and hybridisation. Some of the best 
orchids for growing in these conditions (many of them illustrated by photograph) 
are then listed, with descriptive notes on the characteristics and requirements of 
each.

Good honey can easily be degraded in quality by unskilled handling and careless 
presentation. The object of this bulletin is to describe methods of dealing with the 
honey crop which will ensure that the bees are not deprived of their rightful share, 
and that the real surplus is presented to the consumer as a first-class article, attractive 
both to the eye and to the palate. (638-16)

ROYAL CHEF. Recollections of Life in Royal Households from Queen 
Victoria to Queen Mary. Gabriel Tschumi. Kimber, 16s. 1954. 224 cm. 230 pages.

M. Tschumi came to England from Switzerland in 1898 as apprentice to Queen 
Victoria’s chef, and remained in the royal service with only one short break until 
his retirement in 1952 from his post as chef to Queen Mary at Marlborough House. 
He writes of the daily cuisine there, at Buckingham Palace, Windsor, Sandringham, 
Balmoral and aboard the Royal Yachts, and recalls (with exact menus) some of the 
more memorable meals—wedding breakfasts, state receptions and coronation 
banquets—which he helped to prepare. Recipes of some of the favourite dishes of 
members of the royal family form an interesting appendix. (641-5)

WINE GROWING IN ENGLAND. George Ordish. Hart-Davis, 7s.6d. 
1954. 19 cm. 128 pages. 14 photographs. 3 diagrams. 4 tables. Bibliography.

The author traces the history of viticulture in Great Britain and discusses possibilities 
for the future, concluding that, although there is little likelihood of a return to wine 
production on a commercial scale, there is no reason why every country household 
should not produce sufficient for its own requirements. The planting and general 
management of vineyards are dealt with in some detail, as also the making and 
maturing of various kinds of wine. A special chapter deals with English “coun 
wines’—the traditional ones made from fruit other than grapes. The whole boo. 
is an interesting and reliable guide to the subject for those who are concerned with 
practical aspects rather than full scientific detail. (663-2)

NON-FERROUS FOUNDRY METALLURGY. The Science of Melting 
and Casting Non-Ferrous Metals and Alloys. Edited by A. J. Murphy. Pergamon 
Press, 708. 1954. 254cm. 498 pages. 243 illustrations. Tables. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The editor of this book is Professor of Industrial Metallurgy in the University of 

Birmingham, and each chapter has been contributed by an established expert; it 

is an advanced book intended primarily for the foundry metallurgist. There are 

four chapters on fundamentals dealing with properties of liquid metals, gases in 
liquid metals, and solidification processes. Two chapters cover general foundry 
principles and deal with moulding materials, furnaces, ingot production, service 
conditions, and testing. The remaining chapters contain individual accounts of the 
principal types of non-ferrous casting alloys. The work provides an excellent detailed 
scientific compendium of information on non-ferrous foundry practice and no 
other recent book covers the same field with such detail and authority. (673)

ARTIFICIAL FIBRES. R. W. Moncrieff. 2nd edition, revised and enlarged. 
National Trade Press, 308. 1954. 22cm. 468 pages. 144 illustrations. Tables.

This book gives the sort of background information useful equally to students of 

textile technology and to the technical staff of textile factories, without being beyond 

the understanding of industrial users of fibres. The new edition includes information 

on the main fibres developed in the last three years, and also gives more attention 

to the dyeing of synthetics and to the blending of staple synthetic fibres, which will 


probably become of increasing importance. A chapter on the economics of artificial 
fibre production has been added. (677) 


THE PRACTICE OF BRADFORD OPEN DRAWING. H. Beevers. 
National Trade Press, 12s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 144 pages. 37 illustrations. 4 tables. 
Index. (Textile Machinery) 

An essentially practical handbook, concise but adequate, for operators of worsted 

open drawing machines, students of textile technology, and for overseers and 

managers of worsted mills. It is the second manual in a new series devoted to the 
setting, care and maintenance of textile machinery. The author is lecturer in yarn 
manufacture at Bradford Technical College. A few notes on the use of blends of 
wool and synthetic fibres would have been helpful. (677°3)

First published in 1935, this manual has for nearly twenty years been a ‘desk reference 
book’ for students of Byzantine art and civilisation. The new edition now issued by 
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Professor Talbot Rice incorporates recent discoveries and conclusions, several 
chapters, notably those on mosaic and painting, being entirely rewritten. The book 
is intended for continuous reading and covers the whole field of Byzantine art from 
the time of Constantine to the capture of Constantinople by the Turks in 1453.

As before, 
the main part of the volume comprises more than 200 admirably selected plans, 
drawings and photographs of Italian gardens. Students of landscape, garden design and 
architecture owe a debt of gratitude to the distinguished architect-authors and especially 
to the publisher for reissuing this standard work, long out of print, at such a reasonable 
price.

THE DRAWINGS OF GIOVANNI BATTISTA PIRANESI. Hylton

The seventh volume in an important series of studies on drawings by individual 
masters, edited by Dr. K. T. Parker, Keeper of the Ashmolean Museum, Oxford. 
Mr. Hylton Thomas’s monograph on Piranesi (1720-78) is concerned with the 
drawings of a Venetian artist better known for his paintings and etchings. This is 
the first separate study of the drawings, a corpus of over 600 of which has been 
assembled by the author in the collections, both public and private, of Europe and 
America. A 32-page introduction is followed by a short bibliography of “useful 
general material on Piranesi’, a 29-page Catalogue of Plates and the concluding 
section of plates. Both in scholarship and presentation this volume reaches the same 
high standard as its predecessors.

This history of domestic cutting instruments, spoons, and forks is written by a 
member of an old-established Sheffield cutlery firm. It tells in detail the story of how 
such everyday objects as knives, scissors, razors, etc. have developed from prehistoric 
flints and bronzes into the efficient stainless steel implements of today. In addition 
to historical description, details are given about raw materials, working methods 
and conditions, processes of cutlery decoration, knife containers and the various 
cases used for the storage or transport of cutlery. A concluding chapter deals with 
Coronation Cutlery.

THE PAINTER’S WORKSHOP. W. G. Constable. Oxford University Press, 
21s. 1954. 25 cm. 156 pages. 25 plates. List of plates. Bibliography. Index. 


A well-known art historian (Curator of Paintings at the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts, U.S.A. since 1938) describes how pictures have physically come into being 
during the several periods of art history. Beginning with a lucid account of workshop 
organisation in the later Middle Ages, the author goes on to analyse the physical 
structure of anatomy of paintings. The several layers which form the picture surface 
are first described, to be followed by a longer section on the painting processes. 
These fall into three groups—fresco, wattr-colour, and oil—each of which demands 
certain materials and techniques. Professor Constable’s book is written for the 
layman, not for the professional craftsman needing a technical manual. The text is 
interestingly and skilfully written, with constant visual links with the plates. _ (751) 


INGRES. Georges Wildenstein. Phaidon Press, $5s. 1954. 30cm. 246 pages. 
120 plates (8 in colour). Over 200 Illustrations in text. Bibliography. Index. 


This handsome volume is announced as ‘a complete edition of the paintings of 
Ingres’. Admirers of this French artist, the ‘personification of nineteenth century 
classicism’, will welcome the catalogue raisonné by Mr. Wildenstein which gives 
the known history of each painting as well as technical details. In portraiture and the 
painting of nudes, both male and female, Ingres was a great master whose influence 
is seen in certain phases of the work of such a very different and non-classical painter 
as Picasso. The atmosphere of French society during the reign of Louis-Philippe is 
also inimitably suggested in his serene, sensitive paintings. The Phaidon Press have 
admirably faced the challenge of adequately reproducing the works of an individual 
and significant painter.

The Spanish painter Francisco de Zurbarén (1598-1664) is one of the leading 

representatives of the classical baroque style of the first half of the seventeenth 

century.

Soria has undertaken a thorough re-examination of Zurbar4n’s oeuvre and chronology, 

incorporating forty new pictures for the first time into the catalogue of his <a 

There is an introductory essay on Zurbardn’s life, work and relationship with the 

baroque movement in art. The fine colour plates, with the numerous black-and- 

white reproductions, give an excellent idea of the qualities of a painter who epitomises 
the serener and more scholarly or meditative aspects of the Counter-Reformation.

JAPANESE MASTERS OF THE COLOUR PRINT. A Great Heritage 
of Oriental Art. J. Hillier. Phaidon Press, 37s.6d. 1954. 31 cm. 140 pages. 81 plates 
(17 in colour). 12 illustrations in text (4 in colour). Notes. 

This introductory study should interest a large public in one of the most delightful 

and spontaneous of oriental arts. The author discusses the origin of the colour-print 

in the eighteenth century, the technique of printing from wood-blocks, and the 
varied subjects depicted, which ranged from scenes of geisha and ‘gay life’ in 
the pleasure-city of Yedo to national folk-lore, epic and landscape themes. There are 
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useful notes on the artists and illustrations, with three pages of reproductions of 
artists’ signatures. The many plates splendidly reproduce the essential qualities of the 
Japanese print—decorative designs admirably composed, a sense of humour expressed 
in gesture and movement, delicate colouring, and sensitive awareness of nature; 
the author has selected them with much discrimination. (761)

HANDEL. A Symposium. Edited by Gerald Abraham. Oxford University Press, 
25s. 1954. 224m. 336 pages. Musical examples. List of works. Chronology. 
Bibliography. Index. 
The first book in any language devoted wholly to Handel’s music. Allowing for 
some inequalities inseparable from the work of eight different authors, it remains a 
fine achievement, likely to become a standard work. It should help to bring to 
performance much of Handel's sadly neglected music by its timely reminder that he 
composed many other masterpieces besides the Messiah. Skilful editing has knit 
the whole into a worthy assessment of every aspect of an immense output. While 
the outstanding chapter is Professor Dent’s 55-page discussion of the operas, the other 
authors, all specialists in their particular field, have much that is new to say, in both 
absolute and comparative criticism. An exceptionally valuable list of works, 
mentioning all primary manuscript and printed sources, has been compiled by 
William C. Smith. (780-92) 


MENDELSSOHN. Philip Radcliffe. Dent, 8s.6d. 1954. 18}cm. 220 pages. 
9 illustrations. Musical examples. Chronology. Catalogue of works. Bibliography. 
Index. (Master Musicians) 

Now that Mendelssohn’s stock is beginning to rise, this timely book gives a just 

reassessment of his music. Mr. Radcliffe, as Lecturer in Music in the University of 

Cambridge, uses thorough knowledge of nineteenth century composers to trace 

the origins of his style, and to show how his best works succeed where those of his 

contemporaries sometimes fail. While admitting the unevenness of part of 

Mendelssohn’s large output, he draws attention to many neglected pieces of high 

quality, particularly piano and chamber compositions. He rounds off an admirable 

summary of Mendelssohn’s life with a study of his enigmatic and strangely emotional 

character.

MODERN BRITISH COMPOSERS. Alan Frank. Dobson, 7s.6d. 1954. 
19 cm. 112 pages. Discography. (Student’s Music Library) 
Each of the first fifteen chapters discusses briefly the salient points in the musical 
development of a leading composer, from Vaughan Williams to Britten. The final 
chapter summarises the work of six others. The result is a readable, lively and 
sensible account of the truly remarkable fertility of English musical life which, as 
Mr. Frank claims without chauvinism, will bear comparison with that of any other 
European country. His own acquaintance with a number of these composers often 
enables him to suggest a real link between character and achievement. The book 
may be confidently recommended as an introduction to the subject. (780-942) 


THE INTERPRETATION OF MUSIC. Thurston Dart. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 
1954. 19cm. 192 pages. Musical examples. Glossary. Sources. Bibliography. 
Index. (Hutchinson's University Library) 


This ambitious, scholarly book discusses the theory and practice of the performance 
of music written from 1350 to 1850. The author does not claim to offer a final 
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solution to many of the difficulties. Principles of editing old music, the nature and 
sonority of the instruments on which it should be played, style in singing, interpre- 
tation of early theoretical writings, use of ornaments, are all fascinating topics that 
present interrelated problems. An urbane style makes for easy reading even in highly 
technical chapters. The book deserves wide study, for it should do much good by 
stimulating interest in the pleasures of historically accurate performance. It should 
also gradually create among listeners a sense of informed, responsible criticism. 
But to have attempted to cover such a huge field in the space given was perhaps 
unwise. (781-6) 


THE WORLD’S ENCYCLOPAEDIA OF RECORDED MUSIC. 
Second Supplement. F. F. Clough and G. J. Cuming. Sidgwick & Jackson in 
association with the Decca Record Co., 50s. 1953. 25} cm. 286 pages. Tables. 


The scope and style of this magisterial volume (covering the period from mid-1951 
to the end of 1952) is directly related to the original Encyclopaedia (published in 1952), 
which included the first supplement. It is compiled with the same exhaustive com- 
pleteness, and takes the same pains in specifying cuts and in establishing sources of 
selections and arrangements and the authors of cadenzas. The coverage of records 
issued is global in the best sense of the term. Even those who may feel that an 
encyclopedia’s duty is to offer comment as well as facts will be compelled to admire 
the very high level of pure scholarship in discography which the book maintains 
throughout. It is as indispensable to private persons as to librarians: no collections 
can be systematically built up without it. (789-913)

THEATRECRAFT. The A to Z of Show Business. Harald Melvill. Rockliff, 
21s.

It was because Harald Melvill is a master craftsman that his earlier book, Designing 
and Painting Scenery for the Theatre (1948) has become the most used and valuable 
textbook of its kind. Many years’ experience in repertory and in little theatres, 
together with exceptional enthusiasm and love for the profession, have made the 
author a skilful technician in all the backstage arts. His new textbook on all 
the backstage dramatis personae—the management, producer, assistant stage manager, 
‘props’, wardrobe, prompter, and so on—provides another useful volume for the 
amateur’s theatre library.

FILM TECHNIQUE and FILM ACTING. The Cinema Writings of V. 1. 
Pudovkin. Translated from the Russian by Ivor Montagu. Introduction by Lewis

This new edition of the late V. I. Pudovkin’s essays on the art of the film and on the 
theory of screen acting makes available once more, in a single volume, two books 
which are fundamental to the discussion of the subject, the first compiled just before 
the coming of sound, and the second almost immediately afterwards. This edition 
has an introduction written by the American film historian, Lewis Jacobs. These 
essays, along with those published by Eisenstein, form the ‘classic’ exposition of the 
once-famous Russian theories of film editing (montage) and of the special limitations 
attending casting for film acting (typage). These essays were highly influential during 
one of the most important formative periods for film technique. (792-93)

CULBERTSON POINT-COUNT BIDDING. Improved and simplified 
4-3-3-1 with the new rule of 3 and 4. Ely Culbertson. Edited by Josephine Culbert- 
son and Albert H. Morehead. Faber, 10s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 222 pages. Diagrams. 
The point-count was first used in whist and until recently was only used in auction 
and contract bridge for valuation at no-trump bids. For this purpose it has been 
recommended in the Culbertson System since 1930 as an optional method to honour 
trick valuation. Culbertson opposed it as unsound for trump bids, but in this book 
he confesses that he has underrated its value and after a thorough study states that he 
believes the point-count development is the greatest advance seen for years in bridge.

THE PENGUIN BOOK OF MODERN AMERICAN VERSE. 
Selected with an introduction and notes by Geoffrey Moore. Penguin Books, 
3s.6d. 1954. 18 cm. 320 pages. Bibliography. Index. Paper covers. (Penguin Poets) 
This new Penguin is a valuable supplement to The Oxford Book of American Verse, for, 
unlike the Oxford Book, it is confined to modern verse and therefore has space 
for a more generous representation of living poets. Furthermore, each poet’s work 
is prefaced by a short critical and biographical essay, which, together with the 
extremely informative introduction, provides a first-class account of American 
poetry today. Well over fifty poets are included, ranging from Emily Dickinson 
to writers born in the 1920s. This remarkably inexpensive and well-edited book 
deserves great popularity. (811-5) 


English Literature 
A LAYMAN’S LOVE OF LETTERS. Being the Clark Lectures delivered 
at Cambridge October-November 1953 by G. M. Trevelyan. Longmans, 11s.6d. 
1954. 21 cm. 132 pages. 
The annual Clark Lectures on English Literature are usually delivered by well-known 
professional scholars or critics of literature. In the 1953 lectures, however, the 
distinguished historian, Dr. Trevelyan, surveyed a wide range of English literature 
as it appealed to him as a general reader, ‘a layman loving letters’. He encourages 
readers to seek their own tastes irrespective of literary fashion, negative criticism, 
and the excommunication (‘debunking’) of established writers. Various critical 
pronouncements on Byron, Shelley, Keats, Coleridge, Gray, Kipling, Scott and 
Trollope are examined to show that criticism is not infallible. He deals with the 
poetry of Meredith and of Browning, and, among other subjects, discusses book 
illustration, translation, historical fiction, and the Border Ballads. This book will 
prove a lasting inspiration to all Dr. Trevelyan’s “brother laymen’. (820-4)

A SELECTION OF POEMS BY EDMUND SPENSER. Introduction 
by Richard Church. Grey Walls Press, 5s. 1954. 19 cm. 64 pages. (Crown Classics) 


A SELECTION OF POEMS BY JOHN MILTON. Introduction by 
Howard Sergeant. Grey Walls Press, ss. 1954. 19 cm. 64 pages. (Crown Classics) 


GRAY. Poems selected and introduced by John Rodgers. Grey Walls Press, $s. 
1954. 19 cm. 64 pages. Chronology. (Crown Classics) 


The classic English poets are often presented formidably in their collected works, 
with the result that they are taken for granted, neglected, or underrated. These 
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three small volumes, each illustrating the essential qualities of an established English 
poet, should encourage the reader to discover for himself the value of their poetry. 
The Spenser selection includes episodes from The Faerie Queene, many sonnets, 
the ‘Hymn of Heavenly Beauty’ and “The Fate of the Butterfly’, Spenser’s symbolic 
presentation of his philosophy of life. Milton’s early poems are given, three sonnets, 
extracts from Comus and Arcades, twelve selections from Paradise Lost and Paradise 
Regained, and four from Samson Agonistes. The twenty-three poems by Gray include 
the Elegy and The Bard, and show a variety in his work not generally realised. The 
introduction to each volume gives sufficient biographical detail and is an admirable 
guide to the appreciation of the poems. (821-3)(821-4)(821-6) 


THE ITALIAN ELEMENT IN MILTON’S VERSE. F. T. Prince. Oxford 
University Press, 12s.6d. 1954. 184 cm. 200 pages. 
Milton’s debt to his Italian predecessors has never been fully estimated. Mr. Prince 
demonstrates both the spiritual and the technical links in the different modes in 
which Milton wrote. He points out in what ways the structure of Lycidas aimed to 
set free the canzone form, and also how Milton followed the stylistic assumptions of 
Italian critics in striving to impose on his own language procedures and word-forms 
from the classics. He examines Milton’s epic diction and reveals the influence of 
Tasso’s blank verse, and above all Tasso’s conception of the contemporary epic. 
A scholarly thesis expertly presented. (821-4) 


POEMS. Christina Rossetti. Selected and with an introduction by Robin 
Ironside. Grey Walls Press, 78.64. 1954. 224 cm. 120 pages. 
The editor has concentrated his choice upon Christina Rossetti’s shorter poems and 
sonnets, a reasonable principle since “Goblin Market’ has been almost universally 
anthologised and “The Prince’s Progress’, represented here by a fragment, is a far 
less successful narrative poem. The selection is sensitive and fairly representative, 
though there are some notable omissions, such as ‘A Testimony’ and ‘Martyrs’ 
Song’. It includes the two first contributions to The Germ and the splendid ‘Passing 
Away’ from “Old and New Year Ditties’. The sympathetic introduction is concerned 
more with the biographical background than with criticism. It is a pity that no index 
of the poems is provided. (821-8)

Introduction and notes by Earle Birney. Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), $4-00.

Anthologies of recent Canadian poetry have been few in number and slight in 
content. This anthology is a more comprehensive one than has hitherto been available. 
Earle Birney, as a professor, a former editor of the Canadian Poetry Magazine, and a 
poet himself, is well qualified to edit such a book, and his choice shows balance and 
catholicity. The anthology is divided into sections, by subject not date, an arrangement 
which reveals the wide range of Canadian poetry. Among the (125) poems by 70 
poets is an excellent selection of the work of lesser-known poets, writing since 1925.

CORINTH HOUSE. A Play in Three Acts. With an Essay on the Future of 
Prose-Drama. Pamela Hansford Johnson. Macmillan, 10s.6d. 1954. 22m. 
152 pages. 
First published in 1951, performed professionally and by amateurs, and adapted for 
radio and television, this play, a drama of retribution and a poignant study of conflict 
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between two women, has now become fairly widely known. The present volume, 
therefore, is interesting especially for the essay which precedes the play. The author, 
commenting upon the revival of verse drama in England, adjures the prose- 
playwright not to lose sight of the poetry of common speech and the poetry of 
situation. In expounding her theories on prose-drama, she uses her own play as 
‘a laboratory experiment’. Her analysis will interest both the student of playwriting 
and the student of contemporary forms of drama. (822-9) 


THE BURNING GLASS. A Play. Charles Morgan. Macmillan, 9s.6d. 1954. 
22 cm. 186 pages. 

Mr. Morgan turns to the theatre a third time to state a problem which the advance 
of science has brought to the world. “The Burning Glass’ is the name given to a 
scientific discovery which can be used for good or ill. In a thought-provoking 
preface, On Power Over Nature, the author writes that his play “does not attempt 
to advance a solution of the underlying problem—only to illustrate it in the particular 
instance of these men and women at grips with it’. The play is remarkably successful 
in its suspense and balance between thought and action, and the theatrical effect is 
the greater for the straightforward telling of ‘a story of men and women facing a 
crisis in their lives’ with no pointing of a moral. (822-9)

GEORGE ELIOT. Robert Speaight. Barker, 7s.6d. 1954. 19cm. 128 pages. 

Bibliography. Index. (English Novelists) 

Marian Evans (‘George Eliot’), 1819-80, is an established major novelist of the 
nineteenth century, and can be regarded as the first modern novelist. Since her 
genius matured slowly (her first novel was published 1858), Mr. Speaight shows the 
important influences on her work of her family and religious upbringing, her early 
rural Midland environment, her friends and her great intellectual interests during 
this long formative period. He examines her novels chronologically for their 
structure, style, characterisation and theme, showing her increasing artistic control 
of her true source of inspiration: her experience of rural England and its people. Mr. 
Speaight’s enthusiasm and clear exposition should gain new readers for George Eliot.

CHILDREN IN THE HOUSE. Nan Fairbrother. Hogarth Press, 12s.6d. 

19$4. 203 cm. 224 pages. 

This is a book of considerable charm and documentary value. Written in an old 
Buckinghamshire farmhouse, it is the record of a year, during the last war, in the 
life of a young mother with her two small sons. Mrs. Fairbrother has an exceedingly 
well-furnished mind, and her reflections, memories and criticisms are engagingly 
presented. She is a sympathetic but never sentimental mother, with a nice sense of the 
place household ‘chores’ should hold in a servantless but not childless home. The 
children are delightful: just the right amount of ‘rewarding eavesdropping’ at 
the nursery door is relayed to the reader. (828-9)

ANDRE GIDE. Enid Starkie. Bowes & Bowes (Cambridge), 6s. 1954. 184 cm. 
64 pages. Biographical and bibliographical notes. (Studies in Modern European 
Literature and Thought) 


André Gide, a writer once considered pernicious, was in recent years awarded the 
Oxford D.Litt. and the Nobel Prize for Literature. Dr. Starkie adroitly gives us in a 
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short compass a full account of his life and books. Like the leading Gidean authority, 
Justin O’Brien (whom surprisingly she does not mention), she dwells at length on 
the relations between Gide and his wife. She traces his progression from the lyrical 
to the psychological attitude, from individualism to altruism. This is a sympathetic 
and very readable study of one of the most complex of modern French writers. (843-9) 


LEON BLOY. Rayner Heppenstall. Bowes & Bowes (Cambridge), 6s. 1954. 
184.cm. 62 pages. Biographical and bibliographical notes. (Studies in Modern 
European Literature and Thought) 

This remarkable monograph will appeal chiefly to those interested in spiritual 

problems. Mr. Heppenstall (poet, novelist and critic) chooses the autobiographical 

approach. In describing the impact upon a young mind of the writings of Léon 

Bloy, that impassioned defender of the Roman Catholic faith, the rebel who 

attacked society with magnificent language and ‘apocalyptic fixity of vision’, he 

gives us a thought-provoking picture of the contemporary attitude towards Roman 

Catholicism, of such writers as Graham Greene, and of English tolerance ‘of belief 

not behaviour’. For those unacquainted with Léon Bloy, the indication of the finest 

passages in his writings is especially valuable. (844°8)

THE CIVILISATION OF WESTERN EUROPE AND _ THE

This booklet has been produced as a result of meetings of teachers from the countries 

signatory to the Brussels Treaty of 1948 (Belgium, France, Luxembourg, the 

Netherlands and the United Kingdom). It gives a brief account of the history of 

Western Europe, with special emphasis on its cultural life, and offers a number 

of suggestions for teachers. It is a well-written and interesting brochure, and deserves 

to be widely read by teachers in the countries concerned. (907)

A NEW MAP OF THE WORLD. The Trystan Edwards Homalographic 
Projection. Batsford, 5s. 1954. 22}.cm. 18 pages. 9 figures in text. Diagram. 
Folding map. Paper covers. 
The author explains what he considers to be the shortcomings of the more frequently 
used projection for world maps. He then explains the reasoning which led him to 
design his new projection and the methods of construction. This is an equal area 
cylindrical projection, contrived to place the maximum distortion of shapes within 
the tropics, not, as in the Mercator, beyond the polar circles. This gives an unfamiliar 
elongation to Africa and South America. There is, however, a good deal to be said 
for putting the distortion into the polar regions, where it is of relatively little 
importance. The map can also be obtained on rollers in colour, 40 x 30 inches. (912) 


SOVIET UNION IN MAPS. Its Origin and Development. Edited by George 
Goodall. George Philip & Son, 4s.6d. 1954. Obl. 25 cm. 32 pages. 44 maps in 
colour. Paper covers. 

This small atlas contains a considerable amount of information on the U.S.S.R. 

Che maps show first the political expansion from the kernel around Moscow, then the 

physical and climatic features, and finally the distribution of resources and industries, 
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and communications. Considering the necessarily small scale, most of the mips are 
clear, but for some a bolder style would be more effective. The accompanying notes,

Here is probably the most comprehensive, reliable and generally ‘readable of the 
many books on this beautiful, historic county. Based on many years’ $ystématic 
research and exploration on foot, it covers every aspect of the county’s life and 
history—social, military, maritime, economic, literary, etc—from prehistoric 
times to the present day, except that the capital, the cathedral city of Exeter, is 
dealt with rather briefly because it is to be given a separate volume. The second half 
of the book is occupied by a descriptive (and readable) gazetteer of all places of 
interest. It is too large and heavy for the walker to carry, but apart from this it 
could hardly be bettered as an introduction and a companion for the intelligent 
visitor on holiday or for the student of local history. The author, Devonian by 
birth, is now Reader of Economic History in Oxford University. (914-2) 


PORTRAITS OF RIVERS. Edited by Eileen Molony. Dobson, 10s.6d. 1954. 
22 cm. 140 pages. 12 photographs. 
These eleven essays make pleasantly nostalgic reading, rather than any very profound 
contribution to topographical literature. It is, after all, asking much of a contributor to 
deal with the Thames in a dozen pages. The approach in each case depends on the 
interests of the writer, though the theme is generally of decline—of bird life on 
the Nene, of trout fishing in the Itchen, and of navigation on the Avon. The variety 
of approach, however, does indicate what rivers have meant, and could mean, in 
national life.

CORNER OF THE MOON. Shiela Steen. Gollancz, 13s.6d. 1954. 224 cm. 
224 pages. 1 photograph. Map. 


Miss Steen has written an account of a pilgrimage on foot in 1949 down the Dordogne 
valley, revisiting the scenes of her youth. This mode of travel, so obviously the right 
one, enabled her to gain impressions of astonishing vividness and authenticity, even 
though her journey was not particularly adventurous. A good travel book is one 
which makes the reader feel that he is ‘there’. This one does. Nor is Miss Steen a 
mere chronicler. Her reflections are shrewd and on occasion profound, but she 
carries her learning lightly. (914-4) 


THE GOLDEN HONEYCOMB. Vincent Cronin. Hart-Davis, 16s. 1954.

Daedalus, the fabulous artist and inventor of Crete, is reputed to have escaped to 
Sicily and there to have fashioned a golden honeycomb dedicated to his protector. 
Mr. Cronin takes this treasure as a symbol of the artistic riches of Sicily. He is devoted 
to mythology and he likes to evoke it in most of what he sees on the island, in the 
landscape, the ruins and the traditions of the Sicilians. These musings are imaginatively 
expressed and he has a genuine feeling for the relics of the ancient world; but as a 
travel-writer his gifts lie in fantasy rather than in historical or aesthetic judgment.

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THE BANDIT ON THE BILLIARD TABLE. A Journey through 
Sardinia. Alan Ross. Verschoyle, 25s. 1954. 25cm. 184 pages. 47 photographs 
by A. Costa.

The author describes a summer's travels in Sardinia, which, despite its great natural 

beauty, has remained for centuries the least known of the larger Mediterranean 

islands on account of its feverous conditions. These disadvantages have by now been 
overcome, but a visit is still something of a pioneering achievement for the tourist. 

Mr. Ross has an exceptional gift for imaginative language and for discerning the 

ancient pattern of Mediterranean life under the apparently chaotic surface of modern 

conventions. He writes entertainingly of Sardinian history and he has a special 
feeling for the life of the sea, the boats, and the fisherman’s craft which plays so 
important a part in the island’s existence. The illustrations are extremely impressive. 

A book of much value to the enterprising traveller, and attractive reading for its

These two companion volumes, produced on behalf of the Union-Castle Line, 

maintain the high standard of previous years. The statistical and other information 

has been brought up to date and a short introduction touches on the major events 
of the year and describes present trends in the political and economic field. They 
are not only invaluable to the traveller for whom they are intended; they are equally

ST. GEORGE FOR ETHIOPA. Beatrice Playne. Constable, 45s. 1954. 

254 cm. 200 pages. 8 plates (6 in colour). 15 line drawings (including map). Index. 
In two journeys through northern Ethiopia, Miss Playne visited many of those 
intriguing rock-hewn churches, the most notable centring around Lalibela, which 
date from the thirteenth century but have undoubtedly a much older ancestry. 
They contain early medieval Christian paintings in a traditional style of Syrian 
origin, with others showing sixteenth century European influences. Miss Playne 
sought out these churches, sketching their architectural features and copying their 
more important paintings. She describes the incidents of the journey, the hospitable 
people she encountered pursuing their traditional way of life, and discusses the 
significance of the paintings. Among the colour plates is a delightful twelfth century 
‘Visitation’, the freedom and humanity of which contrast strikingly with the general 
rigid formalism. (916-3) 


THE ALLEYS OF MARRAKESH. Peter Mayne. Murray, 15s. 1953. 
22 cm. 178 pages. Drawings by Ronald Baillie. 

Mr. Mayne has written a most amusing, sometimes unedifying, perceptive and 

intensely human book. His Marrakesh is not that of the tourist or the student of 

contemporary affairs but of one witha ‘back-street horizon’. Hespent a yearin intimate 

contact with its native population, acquiring Moroccan Arabic, making friends 
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with a host of variegated characters, and becoming involved in their daily problems 
and relaxations. All are sharply individualised, and entirely credible—Fatima, the 
servant girl, who proves to have a gift for drawing and an eye to the main chance; 
the disreputable ’Aysha, who is hostess at a memorable party; Abdeslem, the charcoal 
seller, victim of love potions, and many others, all conducting their affairs in the 
conviction that ‘It is no good fighting against Fate and facts’. (916-4) 


FOUR GUINEAS. A Journey through West Africa. Elspeth Huxley. Chatto 
& Windus, 21s. 1954. 22 cm. 316 pages. 59 photographs. 5 maps. Index. 


Mrs. Huxley has left the more familiar ground of East Africa (The Sorcerer’s Apprentice) 
for a similar comprehensive survey of the West. But the West is rather intractable; 
there are not only four separate colonies, but the Gold Coast has three sharply- 
defined divisions, and vast Nigeria four. Inevitably the book lacks unity, and 
impressive though the picture is, its parts are not drawn on the same scale. Mrs. 
Huxley refrains from generalisations and the easy solution of problems; she handles 
major issues by highlighting individual instances, a method attractive in the hands 
of so experienced a writer, and serving to introduce us to many personalities, from 
humble craftsmen to Cabinet ministers. And with her deep respect for African 
tradition she can be outspoken in criticism—in her views on African art, for instance.

AMAZON HEAD-HUNTERS. Lewis Cotlow. Hale, 18s. 1954. 224 cm.

Mr. Cotlow, an American business man with a pronounced taste for adventurous 
travel, describes in this readable narrative three visits to the head-shrinking Jivaro 
Indians of the upper Amazon between 1940 and 1949, during which he secured 
some unusual films of the Jivaro. Though not an anthropologist, his attitude towards 
them is tolerant, and he records what he saw of their life in considerable detail, and 
is candid about the extent to which ceremonies were specially performed for the 
benefit of his camera. The results of his earlier ventures and official backing secured 
him other opportunities which he was quick to take, and his book includes interesting 
accounts of the Bororos and Calopalo Indians of Matto Grosso. (918-5) 


CALABASHES AND KINGS. An Introduction to Hawaii. Stanley D. 
Porteus. Harrap, 15s. 1954. 214 cm. 284 pages. 23 photographs. 4 sketch maps. 
Hawaii, with its heterogeneous population, is an interesting laboratory of social 
relations. Professor Porteus, long resident in the island, is well equipped to elucidate 
its history and present condition, added to which he can write with pungency and 
wit. He sets out fairly the faults and the virtues of Hawaiian chiefs, early missionaries, 
sugar planters, and intruders of all nationalities. Of the people of today, he writes 
that, contrary to all expectations, they have become marvellously well-adjusted, 
with a moral right to statehood. But his book is not all sociology; there are good 
descriptions of the natural scene and particularly of the volcanoes, Mauna Loa and 
Kilauea. (919-69)

JOSEPH BARCROFPT, 1872-1947. Kenneth J. Franklin. Blackwell (Oxford), 
378.6d. 1953. 25 cm. 400 pages. 62 illustrations. Bibliography. References. Index. 

In this scholarly biography for laymen and scientific readers there is, for the former, 

the interest of Quaker family life, of personalities and activities centred in Cambridge 








University but extending over the world, and, for the latter, there are analyses of 
Sir Joseph Barcroft’s important researches on the respiratory function of the blood, 
which constitute an important chapter in the history of physiology. Professor 
Franklin, himself an eminent physiologist, provides an objective historical record of 
Barcroft’s work, and adequate evidence upon which scientists can base their own 
judgments. He writes sincerely and unobtrusively, wherever possible quoting the 
principal actors’ own words. Sir Joseph’s biography should fulfil the author’s first 
aim: to ‘extend his beneficent and stimulating influence to future generations of 
physiologists’. (92) 


THE LIFE AND TIMES OF LUCREZIA BORGIA. Maria Bellonci. 
Translated from the Italian by Bernard Wall. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 25s. 1954. 
224 cm. 344 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Lucrezia Borgia seems irresistible to English publishers: this is the third book 

devoted to her during the last few months. It is also the best. The author has gone 

direct to the sources, and in the secret archives of the Vatican and among the Este 
and Gonzaga papers has found fresh information which she has put to good use in 
her interpretation. Since her work is likely to be of great value to students it is 

unfortunate that in its English form the text is abridged, and (although there is a 

bibliography) there are no direct references to the sources, and no notes. (92) 


FRANCIS GREENWAY: His Life and Times. M. H. Ellis. Revised edition. 
Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), 30s. 1953. 244 cm. 258 pages. 
17 illustrations. Bibliography. Reference notes. 


In 1814 New South Wales’s first Civic Architect, Francis Greenway, arrived in 
Sydney as a convict on board a British transport. M. H. Ellis, in this revised edition 
of a work first published in 1949, presents a fascinating portrait of the strange 
character and varied career of the man to whom Sydney owes much of the architec- 
tural beauty of her early buildings. It is biography of a high standard, full of colour 
and action, touched by ironical humour, and fully documented. It is well illustrated 
with line drawings of Greenway’s buildings and plans. (92) 


THE MEMOIRS OF HERBERT HOOVER. The Great Depression 
1929-1941. Hollis & Carter, 30s. 1954. 22 cm. $20 pages. 9 photographs. Tables. 
Index. 

In this third volume of Herbert Hoover’s memoirs, the author covers the period of 

the great depression. He is highly critical of the Roosevelt New Deal and of the 

Federal Reserve Board in its dealing with the crisis. This is certainly the most 

controversial volume in a controversial work. (92) 


JOHN KEATS: THE LIVING YEAR. 21 September 1818 to 21 September 
1819. Robert Gittings. Heinemann, 16s. 1954. 224 cm. 264 pages. 11 illustrations. 
Notes. Bibliography. Index. 

The year is that in which Keats, aged twenty-three, wrote very nearly all the poems 

by which he ranks among the world’s great poets, beginning with the first version 

of Hyperion and ending with the second. Mr. Gittings studies this year almost day 
by day, showing in detail the immediate influence on the poet’s work of his 
surroundings and of his reading, especially Burton’s Anatomy of Melancholy and 

Dryden’s poems. There is important new biographical material in the book, 

particularly with regard to Isabella Jones (the “Charmian’ of the Letters) and Mr. 
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Gittings uses his discoveries most sensitively and skilfully to increase our under- 
standing of both Keats and his poetry. A book of outstanding importance in its 
own field. (92) 


THE MEMOIRS OF MARSHAL MANNERHEIM. Translated from 
the German by Count Eric Lewenhaupt. Cassell, 42s. 1954. 22 cm. $52 pages. 
30 illustrations. 5 maps. Index. 

During almost the whole of his active life the late Marshal Mannerheim distinguished 

himself as soldier, traveller, administrator or statesman. For over thirty years he 

was an officer of the Imperial Russian Army, but after the Revolution transferred 
his services to Finland, rendering invaluable help as Commander-in-Chief and then 

Regent; and during the Second World War that country again turned to him for 

assistance. The events of those stirring times and the numerous roles he played in 

them are well described. Marshal Mannerheim was, of course, involved in the 1917 

Revolution in Russia and his intimate account of this social upheaval also makes 

interesting reading. His book reflects vividly the history of the period. (92) 


SIR ISAAC NEWTON. E. N. da C. Andrade. Collins, 7s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 
140 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 6 diagrams. Bibliography. (Brief Lives) 
It would be difficult to find a more appropriate author for this volume, for Professor 
Andrade is an acknowledged authority on Newton and the scientific history of the 
period. The author has set out briefly yet convincingly the remarkable originality, 
scope and importance of Newton’s contributions to the development of scientific 
thought, and the simple style of writing makes the book suitable for adolescent as 
well as adult readers who have an interest in the history of science. (92) 


THE ARTIFICIAL BASTARD. A Biography of Richard Savage. Clarence 
Tracy. University of Toronto Press (Toronto, Canada), $4:50. 1953. 234m. 
186 pages. 3 plates. Notes. Index. 

Richard Savage has been the subject of speculation since his appearance on the literary 

and social stage of the London of 1715. Was he or was he not the natural son of the 

fourth Earl of Rivers? Professor Tracy has summed up the evidence with the fairness 
of a judge but has awarded no decision. However, if Savage’s origin be hazy, there 
is no doubt of the impact of his writings and personality upon his contemporaries. He 
was the friend of Johnson, Pope and Steele, and his enemies were as illustrious. 

He was famous as a wit, a poet and a playwright and as a man continually involved 

in scandals, blackmail, libel, brawls and even a capital offence. This life is in the 

scholarly tradition and combines a genuine flair for detective work with the outlook 

of the social historian. (92) 


THE PROPHET ARMED. Trotsky: 1879-1921. Isaac Deutscher. Oxford 
University Press, 30s. 1954. 22 cm. $$2 pages. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
This first of two volumes on Trotsky covers the years from his birth to the height 
of his fame. The author, a political historian of repute whose recent biography of 
Stalin attracted great attention, is the first writer to have studied nearly all the 
clandestine pre-1917 periodicals with which Trotsky was connected. The biography 
isintensely interesting for its account of the burgeoning of the Russian Revolution: the 
endless planning in Russia and abroad, the enmity of Bolsheviks and Mensheviks, 
the setback of 1905 and the final triumph of the 1917 insurrection. But it is even more 
to be recommended for its depiction of the contrasting characters of Lenin and 
Trotsky: the sheer strength of intellect, character and judgment of the former; 
the passion, bold vision and mighty oratory of the latter. (92) 
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THE HOUSE OF ANGELO. A Dynasty of Swordsmen. J. D. Aylward. 
Batchworth Press, 18s. 1953. 22 cm. 216 pages. 13 plates. Bibliography. Index. 


The Italian fencing-master, Domenico Angelo Malevolti Tremamondo (1717- 
1804), better known as ‘Angelo’, came to England from Paris about 1750 as the 
travelling companion of the actress Peg Woffington. In London he founded his 
famous riding and fencing academy which remained in existence, at various addresses, 
until the end of the nineteenth century, governed successively by his son, Harry 
Angelo, his grandson and great-grandson. A representative of the junior branch 
of the family gave the author access to family papers and a collection of relics. It is 
an exceedingly interesting family chronicle and also a history of the small-sword 
and its masters during a century and a half when the Angelos were the undisputed 
leaders in England on this art of defence. (9279686)

THE WAR IN FRANCE AND FLANDERS 1939-1940. L. F. Ellis, 
H.M. Stationery Office, 378.6d. 1953. 254 cm. 446 pages. 13 illustrations. 36 maps 
(7 in colour). 3 diagrams. Index. (History of the Second World War: United Kingdom 
Military Series) 
Major Ellis has skilfully arranged the mass of material into a most readable account 
of the British operations in France up to June 1940, limiting the operations of allied 
and enemy forces to the extent to which they affected the British. After a survey of 
pre-war policies and plans, succeeding chapters describe the build-up and preparations 
of the British Force and the advance to meet the German invasion of Belgium. 
Then follow accounts in detail of the British withdrawal when the French front 
was pierced, the German thrust to the sea, actions at Arras, Boulogne, Calais and 
other areas, and the final evacuation from Dunkirk. This outstanding work is 
completed by a review of air operations, a discussion on the conduct of the campaign 
and generalship, and a supplement on the German actions. (940-542) 


SKIS AGAINST THE ATOM. Knut Haukelid. Translated from the 
Norwegian by F. H. Lyon. Kimber, 15s. 1954. 22} cm. 202 pages. 11 illustrations. 
Sketch map. Endpaper map. 


One of the main anxieties of the Allies during the last war was that the Germans 
might succeed in producing the atom bomb first. Not long after the occupation of 
Norway it became known that they were making heavy water—one of the ingredients 
for its manufacture—at a factory in south Norway. In 1943 Captain Haukelid and 
a small band of Norwegians were parachuted by the R.A.F. into the district with 
the object of blowing up this high concentration plant. The author tells graphically 
how, after living in wild and almost uninhabitable snowbound country—largely 
with the assistance of skis—and after numerous exciting adventures, they succeeded 
in carrying out their vital and dangerous task. This is the story of a great venture, 
simply and modestly told. (940-548) 


Britain 
THE CONQUEST OF WESSEX IN THE SIXTH CENTURY. Gordon 


J. Copley. Phoenix House, 30s. 1954. 224 cm. 240 pages. 18 illustrations. 10 maps. 
Bibliography. Index. 


The main difficulty of the historian dealing with Anglo-Saxon England in the fifth 
and sixth centuries is the extreme paucity of the literary evidence. In recent years the 
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combined efforts of archaeologists, place-name experts, historical geographers, and 
others have been adding very considerably to knowledge of the period. The merit 
of this book lies in its use of this knowledge as a standard for testing the reliability of 
the Old English annals as a basis for the story of the settlement. The author handles 
difficult problems, but treats them in a way which the layman, as well as the specialist, 
can appreciate. (942-01) 


France 

THE FRENCH REVOLUTION, 1788-1792. Gaetano Salvemini. 
Translated from the Italian by I. M. Rawson. Cape, 18s. 1954. 23 cm. 344 pages. 
Bibliographical note. Index. 


This book, first published in Italy in 1907 and running through many editions, has 
received high commendation from leading French historians. This present version is 
translated from a text revised by the author, who was unwilling for it to appear in 
English without such revision, based on recent research. The author surveys the 
Revolution from its predisposing conditions in the eighteenth century to the Cannonade 
of Valmy, 1792. There are many striking features in the book: the delineation of the 
revolutionary leaders, the analysis of significant events, the summary of the revolu- 
tionaries’ achievement, and, particularly, the tracing of the fundamental cause of 
the Revolution: the disappointment of the Commons expecting from the 
monarchy the urgent reforms blocked by the privileged classes. This important 
book is to be welcomed in its lively and idiomatic translation. (944-04) 


Russia 

THE DYNAMICS OF SOVIET SOCIETY. W. W. Rostow, in 
collaboration with Alfred Levin, and with the assistance of others at the Centre 
for International Studies, Massachusetts Institute of Technology. Secker & 
Warburg, 18s. 1954. 214.cm. 298 pages. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 


This book is an attempt to meet the need for ‘not new information but a way of 
making sense out of what was already known’ about the U.S.S.R. It is a synthesis 
made by Mr. Rostow with the help of different experts on different aspects of the 
subject. The author does not attempt to interpret all the moves in recent Soviet 
history, but to analyse the forces at work in Soviet politics and in the light of this 
analysis to make possible a greater understanding of their exercise in day-to-day 
behaviour. While the Iron Curtain makes direct observation almost impossible 
there is much to be learnt from this type of study. (947-085)

SIERRA LEONE. A Modern Portrait. Roy Lewis. H.M. Stationery Office, 25s. 
1954. 22cm. 274 pages. 43 photographs (1 in colour). 10 drawings. 6 maps (1 
folding in colour). Endpaper drawings. Musical example. Bibliography. Index. 
(Corona Library) 


This is the second volume in the Corona series, sponsored by the Colonial Office 
but written by independent observers. It is an attractive picture of the Colony— 
superficial at times, marked more by the competence of the seasoned journalist 
observer than by long experience or depth of knowledge. The quality of the 
production is high, and the volumes bear little trace of official origin. This book 
should interest many in a colony of exceptional charm, whilst giving satisfaction to 


the local inhabitants. (966-4)

THE PRIME OF LIFE. John Brophy. Collins, 12s.6d. 1954. 20} cm. 286 pages. 


In terms of events this latest and most mature novel by John Brophy tells a very 
simple tale—a middle-aged man falls in love and triumphs over a number of adverse 
circumstances. Against this simplicity, however, is set the highly complex pattern 
of an adult personality’s mental and emotional adjustment to the world around him. 
His relations with his son, with his associates at work, and in retrospect with his 
dead wife all come under a probing analysis and combine to build up an extra- 
ordinarily convincing character study of a man in ‘the prime of life’. 


JORKENS BORROWS ANOTHER WHISKEY. Lord Dunsany. Michael 

Joseph, 12s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 256 pages. Frontispiece. 
This is the fifth book of Jorkens stories, by the well-known Irish novelist and poet. 
Mr. Jorkens is the raconteur of the Billiards Club; provided with a glass of whiskey, 
he will spin a yarn as comic, outlandish, or sinister as anyone could wish to while 
away ten minutes or so. There are thirty-four little tales in this collection—many 
of them with an African setting; the polished and graceful writing makes them 
outstanding in their class. 


THE RETURNING WATERS. Douglas Hewitt. Heinemann, 10s.6d. 1954. 
20 cm. 238 pages. 

After a motor accident in which he was driving and his wife was killed, John 
Masterman, the Assistant Director of a Museum in Bloomsbury, returns to work 
to discover that his wife was implicated in the sale of a forged Rembrandt drawing 
and that she was unfaithful to him. He finds it difficult to reconcile this new version 
of her with his old idea, and his resolution of this acute personal problem forms the 
substance of this story. This book is an excellent example of the well-written and 
intelligent novel now being produced by several young English writers. 


THE TORTOISE AND THE HARE. Elizabeth Jenkins. Gollancz, 12s.6d. 
1954. 19 cm. 252 pages. 

It is no disparagement of Miss Jenkins’s considerable talent to say that, with her very 
feminine perception, her new novel is likely to appeal chiefly to women. Her heroine 
is a girl whose husband—older than herself—is a successful K.C. By gradual stages 
she becomes increasingly and poignantly aware that, although their domestic life 
never becomes one of acute conflict, she is alienating both her husband and her small 
son. Her rival is a rich, but seemingly unprepossessing woman of fifty, who never- 
theless effortlessly offers her exacting husband all that she has failed to give him. 
This closely written study—set in post-war London and Berkshire, and introducing 
a number of subsidiary characters—carries conviction. 


HONEY SEEMS BITTER. Benedict Kiely. Methuen, 12s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 
200 pages. 

In spite of its theme—which is murder—and its characters—who are alcoholics and 

neurotics—the impression made by this Irish book is one of beauty. This is because 

of the clean line of Mr. Kiely’s writing and the elate boldness with which he approaches 

every aspect of his subject. Two men, one recuperating after a nervous breakdown, 
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the other a handsome journalist, discover the body of a dead girl, thereafter becoming 
friends and later rivals in love. That is all, and yet, as treated by Mr. Kiely—how 
much! 


BLACK ARGOSY. Mercedes Mackay. Putnam, 12s.6d. 1954. 20} cm. 238 pages. 


Though written as fiction, this book is actually a sociological study of the lives of 
African negroes in London. Miss Mackay follows the careers of two men, one a 
‘bad’ type who travels to England as a stowaway and, penniless, drifts into dope 
peddling, and the other a ‘good’ negro who settles down diligently to qualify as a 
lawyer. Miss Mackay is a little ingenuous in — her case, for at times it is 
reduced to tract-like simplicity—nevertheless, her book has sincerity and will tell 
readers a good deal about little known conditions of life. 


THE REFUGE. A Confession. Seaforth Mackenzie. Cape, 12s.6d. 1954. 19} cm. 
344 pages. 

The publishers describe this book as ‘a psychological crime story’, but that does it 
less than justice. It is, rather, an examination of the personal relationships of modern 
man—that is, of man considered as a political animal. The setting is Sydney, Australia, 
and the people concerned are a self-consciously respectable crime reporter and a girl 
from Central Europe who has been a member of both the Nazi and Communist 
parties and is now fleeing from the Communists. Their sexual-cum-sociological 
relationship is explored with the ruthlessness of a political interrogation and the 
result, though unpleasant, is powerful. 


THE SAGE OF CANUDOS. Lucien Marchal. Translated from the French 
by Charles Duff. Dent, 15s. 1954. 19 cm. 416 pages. 3 maps. 


Seventy years ago Antonio Maciel, ‘the Counsellor’, an ignorant peasant in the 
interior of Brazil, attracted still simpler if less innocent followers by utterances of 
apocalyptic incoherence. He founded a ‘holy’ city which soon had 12,000 inhabitants, 
all living by pillage. Governmental overtures and expeditions alike were rejected 
with savagery, till eventually in 1897 a full-scale army campaign succeeded, with 
difficulty, in wiping out the settlement. The story is told in illuminating detail by 
M. Marchal in this book, which scarcely needs the loose novel form it uses. The 
excitement of the narrative survives the rather wooden translation. 


PROOF OF VICTORY. Mary Mitchell. Methuen, 12s.6d. 1954. 19cm. 
238 pages. 

A very readable story of an Australian family living in a small town near Melbourne 
in the years following the war. It deals principally with two girls, daughters of a 
solicitor, one ‘glamorous’ and vain, the other not so pretty but less self-centred. 
They fall in love, lose their lovers, enjoy and suffer, work in offices and shops and, in 
general, live lives typical of millions of their kind. But as Miss Mitchell presents 
them they are individuals, not types, for she is content to bring a modest ambition 
to a modest subject, so that it is treated with affection and not condescension. 


THE HARROWING OF HUBERTUS. Edgar Mittelholzer. Secker & 
Warburg, 15s. 1954. 20} cm. 304 pages. 


Mr. Mittelholzer is engaged on a series of novels about early colonial life in the West 
Indies. Of these, The Children of Kaywana was the first and the present volume is 
the second. It describes the family history of Hubertus van Groenwegal, a prosperous 
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DELILAH. Marcus Goodrich. Reprint. Dent, 128.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 474 pages 


This reprint has interesting features. It first appeared in America in 1941, and in 
this country a year later. It made a sensation. It is an account of the experiences of 
the officers and men of a U.S. destroyer in the Pacific in the months immediately 
preceding the entry of America into World War I. Its author’s power of characteri- 
sation has been compared with that of Conrad; and, for once, the parallel is not 
risible. As a re-creation of a ship—vessel and men—it is quite outstanding. 


THE OCEAN. James Hanley. New edition. Macdonald, 8s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 
168 pages. 
The Ocean (first published in 1946) is a simple story of five men drifting in a lifeboat, 
survivors from a torpedoed passenger liner. Only one of the party is a sailor—the 
others are a priest and three civilians. That the subject so neatly meets the requirements 
of the three unities is perhaps an explanation of the extreme satisfactoriness of this 
novel—that and the fact that conflict, the primary element of drama, is present in 
abundance in the battle of the men with sea, weather, and themselves. Certainly 
one of Mr. Hanley’s outstanding achievements. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 


Non-Fiction 


LIVING DANGEROUSLY. F. Spencer Chapman. Chatto & Windus, $s.6d. 
154. 19 cm. 190 pages. 6 photographs. 2 maps. Index. (Queen’s Classics) 


Spencer Chapman was well qualified to give the broadcast talks under this title 
which were subsequently published in 1953 and are now reprinted in the Queen’s 
Classics for children in their teens. He has lived dangerously in Greenland with 
Gino Watkins, in the Himalaya (he made the first ascent of Chomolhari, here vividly 
described) and behind the Japanese lines in wartime Malaya. As a result he has exciting 
tales to tell of seal hunting in an eskimo Kayak, of three-and-a-half years’ guerilla 
warfare in the jungle, of capture by bandits and the enemy, of escape by submarine 
and return by parachute. 


ENJOYING RADIO AND TELEVISION. Robert Dunnett. Phoenix 
House, 8s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 160 pages. 29 photographs. Index. (“Excursions’ Series 
for Young People) 

This short book is ostensibly written for adolescent readers, but readers in general 
should find it most informative about B.B.C. policy and practice. Its author has 
been a well-known correspondent for the B.B.C., and his account in particular of 
the Corporation’s News Service and Outside (Remote) Broadcasts is most useful, 
detailed and lively. His book surveys the main fields of broadcasting in both sound 
and vision, and explains very clearly the technical processes behind the production 
of the chief kinds of programme, and the salient problems which face producers 
and broadcasters. 


CANADA. R. L. Gordon. Black, 6s.6d. 1954. 204 cm. 96 pages. 15 photographs 
(4 in colour). Map. Index. (Lands and Peoples) 

This simple outline of Canada today begins with descriptive chapters on the main 

regions of Canada, followed by short accounts of transport, the Mounted Police, 

the Hudson’s Bay Company, the Indians, and aspects of Canadian life. Attractive 
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illustrations enhance the interest of this unpretentious book, and a number of 
statistical and other facts are given in an appendix. For young people in their early 
teens. 


EARLY EXPLORERS TO A.D.1500. L. F. Hobley. Methuen, 8s.6d. 1954. 
21$cm. 80 pages. 63 line drawings and maps by G. Randall. Bilbiography. 
Index. (Methuen’s Outlines) 

Mr. Hobley has succeeded in packing a great amount of detail into his book without 
allowing it to become a dull compendium. He sketches in the general background 
of the journeys and voyages which he relates, and, commendably, does not confine 
himself to the exploits of Europeans only. His book forms a good introduction to an 
exciting subject, and should encourage young readers in their teens to turn to the 
original narratives. He interprets exploration widely, to include conquerors, 
merchants, and pilgrims. The line drawings, particularly those of contemporary 
maps, are a useful supplement to the text. 


THE AUSTRALIA BOOK. Eve Pownall. Sands (Sydney, Australia): Methuen, 
(London), 10s.6d. 1953. 354m. 44 pages. Illustrations in colour by Margaret 
Senior. 


This book outlines the history of the growth of Australia. Admirably produced 
illustrations, arranged as to suggest a cavalcade throughout the text, mark the stages 
in the development of Australia’s agriculture, industries, commerce, communications, 
social life, government, and her international status. The simple and direct narrative 
will appeal to children of nine to eleven. The book undoubtedly justifies the 
Australian Book Society’s award for the best children’s book of the year (1953). 


MAIDENS’ TRIP. Emma Smith. Abridged and edited by the author. Chatto 
& Windus, 4s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 160 pages. (Queen’s Classics) 


This edited and abridged version of a book first published in 1948, and awarded 
the Llewellyn Rhys Memorial Prize for 1949, tells how three young women made 
their first trip in charge of two canal boats from London Docks to Birmingham and 
back during the recent war when volunteers helped to handle the greatly increased 
traffic on these inland waterways. On this occasion they carried coal, and their 
inexperience in negotiating locks and manoeuvring their ungainly craft made it an 
exciting if uncomfortable journey, but youth, high spirits, good-humour and dogged 
determination brought them safely and triumphantly to their appointed destination.
